of the ſaid City, until We ſhall Declare Our turther Pleaſure concerning the lame; 
Herebp allo ſtrictly Enjoyning and Commanding the reſpective Lozds, Owners and Pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛietoꝛs of all and every the ſaid Fairs, and all other Perſons interelled therein, that they 
do not pꝛelume to hold the ſaid Fairs, oꝛ anyof them, without Our Licence firſt obtained 


in that behalf; upon pain of ſuch Puniſhment as can oz may by Law be inflicted upon 
ſuch as ſhall be found Ofenders therein. 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall the 16th day of November, 1688. In the Fourth Year of Our Reign.
